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A FIELD FOB BEFOBKATION. 


The Republican State Convention, in 
indorsing the administration of Governor 
W aterman, did a good thing well and 
•traightforwardly. 
It declared very cor­ 
rectly that the administration has demon­ 
strated that the affairs of the State can be 
conducted uj>on business principles with 
satisfaction to the people and credit to the 
State. 
W hile the Governor is thus encouraged 
to foster practical and economic work in 
State departments, he will find a fine field 
for special inquiry in the system in vogue 
in the receipt and payment cf fees. 
Two 
Legislatures have hsd their 
attention 
called to the matter, but they were too 
timid to take hold of evident evils and cor­ 
rect them. 
We assert with confidence 
that there will lie no contradiction, that 
the present system is disapproved by the 
departments and would not he tolerated in 
any commercial house in the State, nor 
would it he accepted as satisfactory for the 
conduct of daily routine in a corner gro­ 
cery in the least of our villages. It is very 
simple, and as weak and indefensible as it 
is simple. 
Each department receiving 
fees, independently collects them and at 
stated periods makes return of the sum to 
the Treasurer, paying over the amount 
indicated in gross in the return. 
There is 
no check whatever upon the collecting 
official, except that if any doubt arises 
whether all fees collected have been paid 
in, an expert may be called in by the Con­ 
troller—at heavy expense necessarily—to 
overhaul all the papers in the departments 
and ascertain, if he can, what the officials 
should have charged, collected and paid 
over. 
Obviously this is no system at all worthy 
the name; it opens the door widely to 
temptation and invites to the falsification 
of documents. 
Moreover, it is not possible 
to ascertain with accuracy, even by expert 
examination of archives, precisely the 
amount with which the departm ent should 
be debited for fees collected. 
But even by 
examination of the filed papers and the 
records, such an expert m ight be led to 
debit to a department fees which in fact it 
never received. 
It is true each officer 
keeps a cash book in which he is expected 
to enter all fees received, hut it Ls needless 
to explain that in business this would lie 
deemed no check at ali. 
A few years ago 
it was discovered that this gross weakness 
in the law had led to such discrepancies 
between the total of fees the archives dis­ 
closed, in more than 
one 
department, 
would have been paid in, and the amounts 
actually turned over during a series of 
years, and under several administrations, 
that the matter became a public scandal 
and led to indictments and trials. 
W hile 
the departments as now filled are not for 
an instant brought into question, it is clear 
that the fee collection system is such as to 
make possible in the future that which 
has been in the past. 
It will be a m atter of comparative ease 
for the Legislature to introduce a system 
that will establish perfect checks—as for 
instance, the receipt of fees by one depart­ 
ment only, upon certificate issued by an­ 
other. 
But the Legislature will need to 
he advised officially to such action, and 
that the Executive will do so is to be as­ 
sumed as a m atter of course, since he has 
manifested throughout a desire for the in­ 
troduction of business methods into public 
business affairs. 


R e f e r r i n g to the decision of the Su­ 
preme Court of California in the case of 
the State against the Central Pacific R ail­ 
road Company, involving the m atter of 
carriage of State messengers and the deed­ 
ing of a granite quarry to the State, the 
San Francisco Bulletin says: “ As a m atter 
of fact it is a case of a resort to a wrong 
remedy.” 
Not so ; it was a case of an un­ 
just attem pt made in the name of the State 
by private influences to annoy the rail­ 
road company and compel it to do as pri­ 
vate parties desired, so far as the deed­ 
ing of the land was concerned, and to ad­ 
vance political demagogy, so far as the 
claim of violation of the obligation to 
carry messengers was concerned. 
It was 
not a case of resort to a wrong remedy, 
because no wrong had been done. 
The 
Bulletin also says: “ The State does net ap- 
jiear to be a good hand at making a bar­ 
gain. 
The, questions 
Involved in th s 
transaction should have lieen tested years 
ago, when the first default, if auy, took 
place.” 
But the State did make a good 
bargain and got the best of it. 
As to 
testing the case years ago, the qualifica­ 
tion of the Bulletin is well put in “ if any 
default took place,” because, as a matter 
of fact, no default did take place. 


T h e r e may not lie m u ch profit in the 
retrospection iu which Senator Iugalls in­ 
dulged in Monday, but it Is certain that it 
roused a great deal of angry feeling, and 
stirred up ali the bile that remains of old­ 
time Copperhead ism. The disputative and 
vituperative duel between Ingalls and 
Voorhecs may have been very entertaining 
to the galleries, but in its activities and 
the beat developed, it was anything but in 
keeping with the dignity and character of 
the United States Senate.

After a litigation extending over a period 
of twenty-one years Jerome B. Cox recov­ 
ered a final judgment yesterday in the Su­ 
preme Court against the estate of Charles 
McLaughlin. 
Probablv no case in the 
annals of California jurisprudence has 
such a history and so many sad incidents. 
The action was commenced on April 13, 
1867, and was tried before Judge McKee 
of Alameda, resulting in a jndgm ent in 
favor of the plaintiff for $193,973. An ap­ 
peal was taken and the judgm ent was re­ 
versed by the Supreme 
Court, 
which 
granted defendant a new trial. The second 
suit was decided against the plaintiff on 
demurrer, but the Supreme Court again re­ 
versed that decision and the case made its 
appearance on the calendar of Judge Mc­ 
Kee’s Court for the third time. 
In 1874 Cox recovered judgment in the 
sum of $208,655, but on appeal this judg­ 
ment was again reversed and a new trial 
ordered 
The action was tried for the fourth time 
before Judge Crane in 1880, and the plain­ 
tiff obtaiued judgm ent for $378,477, but the 
highest tribunal again reversed the deci­ 
sion and ordered another trial. 
Finally it was tried before JudgeSullivan, 
in October last, by stipulation, and a judg­ 
ment in the sunt of $285,918 40 was entered 
for the plaintiff. From this decision an­ 
other appeal was taken, which was de­ 
cided yesterday —S. F. Examiner, May 2d.

FOR BIGAMY. 


o f th e Too M uch M arried 
J a m es K in g. 
Jam es King was examined in Justice 
Devine’s Court yesterday afternoon on a 
charge 
of 
bigamy. 
District 
Attorney 
Brnner conducted the prosecution, and W . 
A. Henry appeared for the defendant. 
King married a girl named Mattie Lemer 
on the 20th of March, against the wishes of 
the m other of the girl, who was only 16 
years old. Mrs. Lemer entered a complaint 
against him in Justice Devine’s Court, and 
King fled from the city. He was pursued 
and captured by Constable Chambers at a 
place in El Dorado county, brought back to 
the cilv, and has since been in the county 
jail, his examination having been delayed 
at his own request. 
Mrs. Lemer was the first witness called. 
She testified that she became acquainted 
with King through doing his washing. He 
visited her house frequently, and finally 
proposed for her daughter Mattie. She re­ 
fused to listen to the proposition, telling 
KiD g that Mattie was only 16 years of age, 
and would not be old enough to m arry for 
two years. 
He. however, induced the girl 
to marry him. In the meantime witness had 
a suspicion King was already married, and 
he finally acknowledged that he was. He 
had received a letter from his wife at Port 
Hai ford, telling him to go on and get a di­ 
vorce, as he had threatened, but not to give 
her and her children any more trouble. 
George^ 0. Hastings testified to having 
known King in Oregon, where he married 
a young girl named Mary Curley. H e said 
that he procured the license at defendant’s 
request. 
Hastings was rigidly cross-examined by 
Judge H enry. H e admitted having been 
in 8tate Prison, but said that he was sent 
there through King, who had tried to 
swear his life away. Witness acknowledged 
that he went by the name of Frank Ber­ 
nard m Oregon, but said that his true name 
was Hastings. He claimed that after his 
trouble he bad his name changed in San 
Francisco, by Judge Louderback. 
Frank Bennett was called for the prosecu­ 
tion, and said that he had known King for 
about a year. Previous to his marriage to 
Mattie Lemer defendant sometimes got let­ 
ters from his wife. 
A nother daughter of Mrs. Lemer testi­ 
fied that before King married her sister he 
had told her that he had received a letter 
from his wife. 
The detense offered no testimony, and 
Justice Devine held the prisoner to answer 
before the Superior Court, with bail fixed 
at $1,500, 


THE POSTOFFICE. 


A S ta tem en t Show ing a L arge In crea se In 
th e V olu m e o f B u sin ess. 
There is nothing that shows the prosper­ 
ity or decline of a comm unity with such 
accuracy as the volume of business trans­ 
acted by the Postoflice. For years Sacra­ 
m ento has bad a constant and steady 
growth, and from present rate of increase 
will, it is believed, reach 35,000 by the time 
the census of 1890 is taken. The receipts 
from the sale of stamps at the stamp window 
of the PostoflBcc for the month of April for 
the past three years is as follows :

A H IG H COMPLIMENT. 
J. W . Irwin and It. R. Munroe, Govern­ 
m ent officials whose duty it is to inspect 
the Postoflice# of the country, made an in­ 
spection of the Sacramento office on Mon­ 
day. 
In conversation with a reporter of 
the 
R e c o b d - U n i o n , they unhesitatingly 
said that they never yet had found an office 
so well regulated and kept as this one. It 
had not been inspected for two years, a n d 1 
as the examinations are very thorough, 
necessitating an examination of all the 
books, the c ‘untiug of stamps, franked en­ 
velopes. cash debits and credits, they ex­ 
pected to be at least two days, if not longer, 
m aking the examination. They started in 
at 8 a . m , and at 10:15, or two hours and a 
quarter, their labors were completed and a 
perfect balance sheet struck off at the first 
attempt. Both of the officers stated that 
they had been in the service m any years, 
and they agreed that the Sacramento office 
was the he3t and most systematically con­ 
ducted of any that had fallen under their 
observation. 
They oomplimented Post­ 
master Stephens for his managerial ability, 
and Deputy Leake they said had the ability 
to take charge of any office in the Union. 
Mr. Mnnroe has gone to Piacerville on a 
tour of inspection, while Mr. Irwin has 
gone south. 


M eetin g o f N a tion al D eleg a tes. 
The delegates and alternates to the Chi­ 
cago Convention met at the Golden Eagle 
Hotel at 11 a . m . May 2d, and organized by 
electing Colonel Creed Haymond tem­ 
porary Chairman and George E. DeGolia 
Secretary. Committees were selected on 
transporation, commissary and accommo­ 
dations. 
It was decided to start so as to 
reach Chicago June 17th, allowing a day 
at Salt Lake and one at Denver. The dele­ 
gation is to go in a body—alternates as 
well as delegates—and to take up on the 
road the other Pacific coast delegations. 
W ithout doubt this is one of the strongest 
delegations ever sent from California, and 
California will be heard from at Chicago. 
All the members are warm personal friends 
of Senator Stanford. 


N u m b er on H an d —B ooks N ow In th e 
H a n d s o f th e P rin ters. 
W hile in the office of the Superintend­ 
ent of State Printing yesterday a reporter 
was shown a copy of the State series of 
English Grammar. They will begin turn­ 
ing them out of the bindery on Tuesday 
next but will not be for sale until the State 
Board of Education meets in July and 
fixes the selling price for the same. It is 
about the size of the Third Reader, with 
leather hack, the sides covered with dove- 
colored silk cloth, and is the handsomest 
volume of the entire series. It is printed 
on heavy paper and thoroughly stitched, 
making a book that will stand "the rough­ 
est usage. It contains 292 pages. 
The first two forms of the History are 
now being worked off in the press. In 
size it is almost twice as thick as the Gram­ 
mar, has strong leather back, its sides cov­ 
ered with olive-green silk cloth. This vol­ 
ume will be handsomely illustrated and 
contain six two-page colored maps. It will 
be nearly as large as the Third Reader, 
which is the largest of the series. The 
History will be worked off the press early 
in June, but like the Grammar, will not be 
placed on sale until after the State Board 
meets in July and fixes its selling price. 
Following the History thenext new book 
will be the Elem entary Grammar. Next 
will come the work on Physiology and H y­ 
giene, another handsome volume. As soon 
as the engraving is completed for the H is­ 
tory the engravers will commence making 
cuts and diagrams for the Physiology, 
which, it is stated, will be profusely illus­ 
trated. 
There is some talk among educators and 
members of the State Board of Education 
of askiDg the next Legislature for an appro­ 
priation to compile and publish another 
Reader, to go between the Second and 
Third, many claiming that there is too 
great a difference between the two. 
To give an idea of the rapidity with 
which hooks ate turned out of the bindery, 
the following facts are given of a day’s 
work : Prim ary Arithmetic, 1,800; Second 
Readers, 1,700; Advanced Arithmetic, 1,400. 
The last two mentioned hooks are of the' 
same size. The last named has a leather 
back with gilt letters thereon, which neces­ 
sitates its going through the press twice, 
instead of once, as is the case with the 
Second Reader. 
In addition to the work on the school 
books, the printing office and bindery are 
both well stocked with work for the State 
in the shape of blank reports, etc. The 
Supreme Court gives them lots of work in 
the shape of briefs, transcripts, calendars, 
etc. They have just turned out 8,000 cop­ 
ies of the report of the State Mineralogist, 
a large and interesting volume has just 
been completed. 
Among the State work ahead the follow­ 
ing is noted : A Treatise on Citrus C ulture; 
5.000 copies to be illustrated with numerous 
cuts and a lithograph of a navel orange, by 
order of the State Board of Horticulture. 
Also, 10,000 copies of the proceedings of 
the annual session of the State Viticultura] 
Convention; 4,000 copies of the report of 
the State Agricultural Society ; and 7,500 
copies of the Directory of California Grape 
Growers. The following num ber of books 
are finished and piled up in the office of 
the State Printer in the Capitol building : 
First Readers, 38,858; Second Readers, 47,­ 
455; Third Readers, 24,756; Spellers. 23,911; 
Elementary Arithmetics, 48,315; Advanced 
Arithmetics, 37,141. Total, 220,436. 
The total weight of these books, which 
are piled up on the floor of Captain Young’s 
office, taking up so much of the space that 
he has scarcely desk-room, is 191,712 pounds 
or 95 tons 1,712 pounds. The sleepers of 
the floor are said to be iron, but even if 
that be so there is danger of their breaking 
or springing out of the walls, and in case 
of a sm ssh-up great damage will be done 
to the building and a lot of valuable State 
property destroyed. 
In addition to those on hand, the follow­ 
ing will be completed and ready for ship­ 
ment by the last day of July : ' Advanced 
Arithmetics, now in the press, 8.000; Gram­ 
mars, 40,000; Histories, 25,000; Spellers, 
30.000; total, 103,000. These, also, will be 
pih d up in the private office of the State 
Printer, and will be an additional weight of 
108.000 pounds, or 54 tons, or a total weight 
of 299,712 pounds, or 149 tons 1,712 pounds. 
If the floor does give away, and if the 
building is damaged and the State suffers a 
loss in books, or an accident causes the 
death of any one, the blame will lie with 
those who prevented the building of the 
State storehouse.

He gave his

SUICIDE. 


Ml** R a ch el R oss D ie s b y 
H er O wn 
H and* 
Last evening at the office of Coroner 
Clark an inquest was held to inquire into 
the cause of the death of Miss Rachel Ross, 
who died at the residence of her uncle, 
Oscar Ross, at 7:30 a . m. 
From the testimony of her uncle it ap­ 
pears that Miss Rachel was a young lady 
seventeen years and eight months of age 
and so far as her friends know was of a 
happy disposition. Tuesday evening she 
chatted familiarly with the members of 
the family, seemed to interest herself in 
reading the newspapers and when it came 
tim e for retiring she kissed her aunt and 
uncle good-night, as was her regular custom. 
Shortly after she went to her room her aunt 
in passing through the hall noticed a light 
therein. She opened the door and found 
Rachel 
writing. 
W hen 
asked 
what 
she 
was 
doing 
she 
replied 
that 
she 
was 
writing 
a 
letter 
to 
her 
cousin. 
H er 
aunt 
asked 
her 
to come out in the other room where she 
would have better light, and could write 
with more comfort. 
Miss Ross declined, 
excusing herself by saying that she was 
only writing a note. 
Yesterday morning she did not arise at 
the usual hour, and about 6:30 her uncle 
rapped on her door. 
Knocking several 
times and receiving no answer he opened 
the door and saw Miss Ross lying across 
the bed, her face a yellow color and her 
eyes set and glassy. 
H er body was still 
warm, she was still alive, and he shouted 
for assistance. 
Dr. Gardner was sent for, but she was 
past medical skill, and a few moments later 
she was dead. On a stand at the bedside 
was a two-ounce phial containing about 
half an ounce of carbolic acid. 
Beside it 
was a tumbler, in the bottom of which was 
a small quantity of the same liquid. 
Beside the bottle on a small piece of 
paper was the following n o te : 
Good by. I done this deed. Hold no inquest 
over me. 
Rachel Ross. 
On the other side of this slip of paper 
she had written the following: 
“ Collect 
eight days’ wages from Mrs. Howe.” 
Deceased for a long time had been at 
work as a seamstress in Mrs. Howe’s dress­ 
m aking establishment on Eleventh street. 
Mrs. Howe and the young ladies with 
whom Miss Ross worked are all at a loss to 
know why she committed this rash act. 
She was in her usual good spirits Tuesday, 
aud they know of no trouble or disappoint­ 
ments she had. H er relatives say they are 
at loss to know why she should take her 
own life. 
She purchased the carbolic acid at a drug 
store Tuesday evening, telling the druggist 
she wished to use it as a disinfectant. 
The jury brought in a verdict of suicide 
in accordance with the above facts. 


C lunie O pera H ou se. 
Mrs. Jam es Brown-Potter, one of the 
best advertised women on the stage to-day, 
appeared last night as Pauline in " The 
Lady of Lyons.” Mrs. Potter is a hand­ 
some woman, tall, willowy, of strong, m u­ 
sical voice greatly repressed, with express­ 
ive countenance and speaking eyes; but 
both the latter she uses mechanically, so to 
speak, and neither reflect the emotions of 
the soul, nor simulate it with success. Mrs. 
Potter interprets the character with what 
will probably be called “ quiet intensity.” 
Certainly the sternest censors of acting 
would never find cause to rebuke her de­ 
monstrativeness. Her style, probably the 
result of the stage teaching she had abroad, 
is not that to which the American audi­ 
ence is accustomed or with which it is in 
sympathy. If it is pleaded that her method 
is naturalness of manner, it is to be 
said

is 
not 
true 
to 
the 
stand­ 
ards 
by which 
the majority of

accustomed 
to 
estimate 
genuineness of feeling. There was lack of 
warmth, of illum ination, and, where most 
needed, of the fire of indignation. The 
perfection of the lady in the memorizing 
and reading of her lines, and her strict at­ 
tention to the business of the stage; the 
severity of self-imposed discipline; the ex -‘ 
quisite nicety with which she measured 
out every effect of pose and gesture—when 
these are admitted, it remains to be said 
that their absence in greatest part would be 
well compensated for by some apparent 
warmth evolved in the art of simulating 
successfully the attrition of conflicting pas­ 
sions. To he perfectly just to Mrs. Potter, 
it is to be said that her weakness is in her 
inability ;o make her auditors forget Mrs. 
Potter, 
If there had been less of the re­ 
fined Pauline, and more of the wronged 
and loving, the passionate and disap­ 
pointed woman, Mrs. Potter would have 
achieved something approaching success. 
In short, one cannot rid oneself of the im ­ 
pression that in Mrs. Potter’s acting a well- 
drilled am ateur is striving for favor that 
constantly eludes the grasp. 
It is to be 
noted 
that 
the 
lady did 
at 
times 
manifest, like flashes of mom entary light, 
the feeling of sensibility and spirit indi­ 
cative of true dramatic art quality. Itisn o t 
for us to say that she will never attain a high 
place upon the stage—others with lesser 
beginnings have won, and if kindly and 
encouraging audiences are helps, she has 
them. It is to be said that she won con­ 
siderable sincere applause, general and not 
confined to any one portion of the house; 
that she was twice called before the cur­ 
tain, and that her audience was attentive 
and most generously disposed. Mr. Bellew, 
the chief support, is an actor of ability, but 
his style ¡3 toreign to popular taste. Aside 
from Miss Brooks and Louis Baker the 
support otherwise was confused and often 
unintelligible in utterance, and disappoint­ 
ing if not absolutely weak. The costumery 
was rich, and on the part of Mrs. Potter 
and the gentlemen, historically correct, 
strictly so. In “ Romeo and Juliet,” theplay 
for to-night, it is possible that the breath­ 
ing passion of Shakespeare's 
wondrous 
poem will give Mrs. Potter opportunities 
that she may be able to embrace, to do lai 
better dramatic work.

THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC. 


In terestin g In terv iew W ith C. F . H unt­ 
in gton A b on t R ailroad M atters, 
[8. F. Bulletin.] 
During the month that Vice President 
C. P. H untington of the Southern Pacific 
has been on this coast he has beeu at work 
steadily. He has traveled over very nearly 
all the branches of the Southern Pacific sys­ 
tem, and when not on the road has settled 
down to the details of the business at the 
Fourth and Townsend-street headquarters 
with an assiduity that no new employe 
could ever hope to excel. ’• My days are 
long ones,” said he, in speaking of his 
methods yesterday. “ I keep at it, but I 
find lots of fun in my work,” and he 
smiled as he picked up a fresh budget of 
contracts to look over. 
“ I can say that I have found all matters 
on the system out here very satisfactory,” 
continued he, when questioned regarding 
the results of his visit. “ Everything is 
extremely satisfactory except that the lines 
are not making the money they should— 
not the money warranted by the capital 
invested. Yes, we had a very pleasant trip 
north. We went especially to look at some 
property acquired recently by the company 
on Vancouver Island. 
There are some 
2,000,000 acres there and about 300,000 acres 
of coal land. I was delighted with the pur­ 
chase and with the country there. The 
coal deposits are of excellent quality, very 
similar to the W ellington. The nearest 
port to them is Port Augusta. W e are go­ 
ing to put on a line of steamers between 
that point and San Francisco. 
The fuel 
supply here must be cheapened, the people 
deserve to have it so, and the railroads 
need it. There is nothing in the report 
that my company is considering plans for 
building north from Seattle to the Cana­ 
dian Pacific. Such a road will doubtless 
be built—they are talking of it up there— 
but it is out of our bailiwick. 
We have laid out many plans of work. 
Colonel Crocker and I have just beeu look­ 
ing them over. Nearly all are feeders for 
onr lines in California. 
We have thought 
of several branches in Central and South­ 
ern Oregon, but we cannot do anything 
about them now. The road connecting 
Templeton and Santa Barbara will be com­ 
pleted in due time, although not rushed. 
It will go directly through San Luis Obispo, 
and there will be a branch line from some 
point to connect the Salinas and San Joa­ 
quin valleys. Already about ninety miles 
on the branch down the west side of the 
San Joaquin river have been built. This 
will go down and join the main line, but 
on which side of Lake Tulare has not yet 
been determined. We do not know t&at 
the Santa Fe is back of that other line in 
the San Joaquin. 
It is my judgement that 
gentlemen are building the line indepen­ 
' ilently, hoping to sell it out when done. 
Our line to Santa Rosa will be running in 
about three weeks. 
We are going to build 
down the foothills from Oakdale to Sum ­ 
ner, and the line from Visalia will form 
part of the same btanch. 
We have been 
looking over the country in the foothills 
north through El Dorado, Placer and Butte, 
but have merely looked things over. We 
will build into Lake county, and doubtless 
iu time get up into the northern coast 
counties. We are at work now building 
twenty miles west from Huron, and pos­ 
sibly some day connection will be made 
front there with the end of the line in San 
Benito county. 
*’ We are soon going to extend the Mon­ 
terey line around by Cypress point and 
Carmel bay. 
The Pacific Improvement 
Company has some 7,000 acres in there, 
and near Cypress point are banks of fine 
glass sand—about the best on the coast. It 
is beautiful at Carmel bay. The climate is 
delightful. It is planned to build a large 
rack-track and establish other attractions 
there. 
“ We shall keep our Occidental and Ori­ 
ental line ud in good shape. 
We have just 
lost a ship, but we never insure on land or 
sea, and we could lose several such steamers 
without the account being against us. We 
have just leased the Arabic to come out and 
take the place of the San Pablo. We have 
no thought of taking up the Australian or 
Hawaiian trade—all our lines run east and 
west. Our coal steamers from the north 
will make regular trips to San Pedro. That, 
I am convinced, is the best port of South­ 
ern California, far better than San Diego, 
because more accessible, and it is also well 
protected. 
“ The coal we have just found on the line 
in Monterey county is excellent in quality 
and we feel fairly confident as to quantity. 
It will be a good thing for the State if it 
turns out as wc hope. 
It is soft coal, and 
will doubtless be of value on the railroad.”
